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INSTALLATION PROCEDURE 
(See Illustration) 


Install the Numeric Keypad //e exactly as shown in the illustrations 
and per the instructions. Improper installation or reversing connec- 
tions may permanently damage the Numeric Keypad //e and or Apple 
components. 


1. Power off the system. 
2. Remove Apple //e lid. 


3. Install interface cable as shown. Be sure to orient 
connector on mother board correctly. Connector is 
located at B13 and is labeled as Numeric Keypad 
J16. 


4. Install DB connector with nut plate as shown. 


9. Plug DB connector from keypad into connector just 
installed into the rear plate of your Apple //e. 


6. Be sure the screws are tight. 
7. Replace Apple //e lid. 
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
